THE HAKKAS. 


AN INTERESTING ESSAY. 


Recorder the Rov. George Campbell, in 
an article on the ‘Origin and Migrations 
of ‘the Hakkas,’’ gives a great deal of 
valuable information, the result evidently 
of ow careful study of the subject, reapect- 
ing. this interesting people, whom he 
describes as numerous, intelligent and 
unterprising. According to Mr. Broom- 
hall, the author of “The Chinese Empire,” 
there are fifteen millions of Chinese 
who speak the Hakka dialect. The 
“Eneyelopedia of Missions” ‘nays that 
they “are a peculiar race ‘or tribe, 
inhabiting the mountains acar Canton 
and’ Swatow,-who-are-of-a lowers 
rank than the Chinese.” , . 

According to Mr: Campbell the Hakkas 
themselves take much. interest in establish- 
ing their descent from purely Chinese 
ancestors, but-Chinese writers have main- 
tained that they were not of Chinese 
stock, being quite different . from the 
Cantonese, and it is easy to u ocerstand 
that tho traditional antipathy of the 
Cantonese for the Hakkas has something 
to do with this widespread impression 
that: they area, mongrel. race, more 
civilized than the aboriginal, but bardly 
ontitled to rank with the Chinese. 

We have not sufficient space in this 
brief notice of Mr. Campbell’s scholarly 
article to follow him as he traces in 
detail the stream of Hakka immigration 
to its source. The article should be. of. 
absorbing interest to all who have studied 
the subject’ and will well repay their 
careful: perusal. 

“Referring ‘to. their intelligence and 
culture it is-asserted that ‘where whole 
districts are. peopled by Hakkas -«e find 
communities maintaining quite.as high a 
level of education and culture as can be} 
found in the province: The artisans are; 
as ‘skilful as any in’ China. Strictly an’ 
inland people, they have not produced 
such great merchants’ as are- found in 
Canton, Swatow, or Amoy, but there is 
no reagon to think that they lack business 
capacity... The railroad between Clao- 
choufu and Swatow was built by Hakka 
contractors and is now owned and largely }- 
manned by Hakkas. The military eniua 
of the race was not exhausted ‘when, it 
furnished the great leaders of the Taiping 
rebellion. The political aptitude of the! 
Hakkas-.ig unquestioned; they take ta} 
politics as naturally as do the Irish in 
America: . ee 

“Of lateyears the Hakkas have gone 
abroad ‘in ‘vast: numbers. - Next.to. the 
Cantoness, they are the most widely 
seattered of any of the Chinese. In ‘some 
Hakka districts it would be easier to find 
a family. where overy male was abroad 
than to find one utterly unrepresented in 
foreign parts.” - :

LIGHT OF THE DAY Sky, 

Some nacenrate measurements of the 

brightness of the sky around. tho sun 


have been’ made by Dr. H. Dioreks, of tho | 


Potsdam’ Observatory. The _ brightness 
diminishes quite regularly with increas- 
ing distance, and in one set of testa, the 
sun’s disc being taken ot 100,000, the 
hky’s brightness at a distance of 18 
minutes of arc was 240, at 1 degreo 140, 
at'3 degrees 30, and at 7 degrees 11. The 
variations in relative brightness give a 
very sensitive indication of the air's 
purity. The brightness decreases with 
increase in the altitude of the sun and 
increase in blueness of the sky, and may 
be only one-fourth of the values given. The 
illumination seems to be due to ico erys- 
tals in the upper or dust in the lower 
atmosphere.
